Dr, John E. White Preached Im-
pressive Serman at First Bap-
tist Church Sunday Night.

sclence as well us in scriniures,

the certainty that God is golng to do
right.
the moral universe its stabllity,
world in which the eternal moral jus-
tive Is llable to slip a cog would a
perilous world.

“"Because of tiais certainty that the
God of anll the earth will do right
there are other coertalnties nupon
which we may base our convictions
and our conduct,” sald Dr. White,
“and gulde our lives from sin to sal-
vation and away from hell to heaven,
We may conclude as an absolute fuct
thiat God has provided for every need
of this world In wilch we llve, Its
physleal, moral and spirltual neces-
sitles are divinely arranged for.

There Munt Be Mountains.

“Sclence depends upon the certain-
ty that God will do right., It has
discovered that there Is a law of cor-
respondence in nature, a duallsm in
the physical world upon which It ean
build its faithy and by which it can
guide its ipvestigatlons. God made
everythlig In palrs.

There
are no half joints, The great Cuvier
digging a hundred feet below the sur-
face found a colossal tooth of some
sort of extinct animal.

Upon, ln.vestintlun we found that o
policy. for, $4,000 was issued on tho life
of Mr. Davis in 1911, that it lapsed Le-
cause of non-payment of premium duc
October 1st, 1914; that the cash value
of thé ey lmd been exhausted by
loans ‘dn’ ft'me; but “was in force at
time ‘of ‘party’s death ‘because of our
rujes in reterenca to' the payment of
dividends.

Under Mutual Benelt policies, divi-

Writing further wnder date of May
23, Mr. Mattison sent out the fulluw—
ing letter to Agents:

In my letter of the 1%th Instant, re-
gardivg case of Daniel B. Davis, of
Mauning after giving you some of the
details, 1 called ¥auf fittention to sev-
eral points which mark this as one
of the most striking coxperiences In
the whole history of life insurance,
pnd which shows that it is extremely
fortunate for the beneficlary that this
insurance was in the Mutual Benefit.
I wish now to give you some further
dotails,

In reply to our inguiry, the Com-
pany has wrilten as follows:

“If policy No, 573,905, Davis, which
lapsed by uon-payment of the prem-
fum due Oct. 1st, 1914, had not been
entitled to the Speclal 1914 devidend
of $2.93, the extended insurance would
have expired on April 1st, 1915. It
the final dividend under this policy
had umounted to $17.00 instead of
$17.99, the extended Insurance would
have expired on April 26th, 1916."

In July, 1911, Policy No. 573,905, for
$4,000, on the 20-Payment Life plan,
was issued to Mr. Davis, with term
premium from date of fssue to Octo-
ber 1st, term premium only having
been pald at the time of delivery, The
regular premium due October 1st,
1011, was paid in full, but when the
October, 1912)"premium became due’
Mr. Dnvis went to our Agent, Mr. Hor-
ton, and siated that he would be ;
compelled to drop this policy, that he v
couldn't raise the money with which
to pay the premium, ete. Mr. Horton
explained that his policy provided for
a8 loan almost sufficient to take care
of the second regular premium, and fi-
nally induced Mr. Davis to avall him-
self of the loan, and thereby save his
insurance. The amount of cash ac-
tually paid by Mr. Davis in settlement
of the 1912 premium was $10.71. Then,
when the 1913 premium came around
Mr, Horton had even gréater difficulty
in gotting Mr. Davis to arrange the
premium. Finally on November 29,
Mr. Davis furnished re-instatement
certificate and arranged that year's
premium by paying in cash $37.57. As
to what happened in 1914, I quote Mr.
Horton:

“In October, 1914, he brought his
policy and delivered it to me in my
office, und no amount of pleading on
my part could or did have any eflect.
He saild he was not able to pay the
premium, and having exhausted his
loan value, he could not receive any
help from the Company. He left the
policy in my possession, considering
it of no value, until I recelved & card

from you saying that it was continuet
in full force until May 7th, 1915 . . .
I don't think 1 have ever known of a
case where party tried as hard and
persistently to get rid of a policy as
did this Insured, and had it not been
for our most liberal contract he would
not have had the policy after the first
